Frisoners in whom the Russians themselves are interested 
are removed by the ‘ND, and interrovated for prolonred periods at Liernitaz (Lienica). 


The severity of imprisonment in the "filtration carps" is said to be niticated 
to some devree by the guards! susceptibility to bribes. 
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Confessions obtained at the prisoas ars sent to the "Special Commission" 
(Xomisja Specialna), a tribunal wiich imposes sentences on defendants in 
absentia. The usual sentence is two to five years in a labor eanp called 


Milencin, near Wiockawek (J 73). 
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
